Denver, May 20. — General Sherman 


M. Bell, who commanded the state 
troops in the trouble with the Cripple 
Creek miners under the administration 
of Governor Peabody, has not been 
called by either side in the Haywood 
trial at Boise,*though he declares he 
knows much of the inside history of 
the Western Federation of Miners. "I 
shall not appear as a witness," said 
General Bell, "except of my own vo- 
lition, but if any attempt to job the 
prisoners is made, or any attempt to 
use me as a tool by either the West- 
ern Federation of Miners or the mine 
owners, I give notice now that I shall 
take a hand. The whole thing is a 
farce 
It is unfair and un-American. 


I detest the principles of Mojer and 
Haywood, but I think they should get 
a square deal, and if you take men 
from a state where the alleged crimes 
•were committed to a place supposedly 
hostile to them in another state, I 
don't call it a square deal."

fields and 98 per cent of the crude oil 
of the mid-continent field " Mr Smith's

Holland claims that the great bear 
must have raided the mammoth herds 
killing the calves and dragging them 
to the bear caves, where they were 
devoured.

S, JULIA WARD HOWE is 
America's Grand Old Woman. 
May 27 marks the completion 
of 
her 
eighty-eighth year. 


Eighteen years ago her youngest 
daughter, Mrs. Maud Howe Elliott, in 
a letter inviting Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes to attend her mother's birth- 
day party stated that Mrs. Howe 
would be "seventy years young." The 
phrase has become increasingly popu- 
lar from year to year, and by the same 
token Mrs. Howe has been growing 
younger and younger. 


During the past year or two several 


of our most noted men have become 
seventy years young. 
They 
have 


reached the age limit set by the psalm- 
ist, the perilous point at which aspir- 
ing poets throw sonnets at them, con- 
gratulations in fourteen lines accord- 
Ing to the Hoyle of poetic science. 
Among these are Mark Twain, Grover 
Cleveland, William Dean 
Howells, 


Henry M. Alden and Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich, the latter already passed on. 
But here is Mrs. Howe, born nearly a 
score of years before any of them, a 
beautiful and brilliant belle in little 
old New York long before Sammy 


Who remembers any of the society wo- 
men of her time? 


Julia Ward was born In New York 


city and is therefore a Yankee only by 
adoption. It was truly "little old New 
York"' when she was born, for in 1S19 
the social center was almost at the ex- 
treme southern end of Manhattan Is- 
land. Her rich banker father occupied- 
a house near Bowling Green. 


When Julia Ward was about sis 


years old her father moved a few 
blocks farther uptown and built a 
great house at Bond, street and Broad- 
way. 
In this house the girl grew up 


and became a social leader in the city. 
She was one of the first women in 
America who enjoyed the advantages 
of a thorough education. 
She learned 


several languages so that she could em- 
ploy them without apologies. Her old- 
er brother, the celebrated Sam Ward 
of three-quarters of a century ago, 
came home from a student career 
abroad, rich in his acquisition of Ger- 
man metaphysics and poetry, which he 
shared obligingly with his sister. 


Proficient Player and Singer. 
The Ward house was lined with 


books and pictures. There were mu-

Miss 
Clemens'was -whitewashing by diplo- 
macy that famous fence in Hannibal, 
Mo., here she is, really younger than 
any of these old boys, and celebrating - 
her eighteenth birthday after passing 
the limit— a young lady just come of 
age for the second time. 


Why, her "Battle Hymn of the Re- 


public," a national treasure of inter- 
national renown, is nearly forty-six 
years old, for it was written in 1861. 
Mrs. Howe was a mature woman of 
forty-two when she gave to the nation 
and* the world that splendid lyric, one 
of the flowers of poesy -which cannot 
fade. Those twenty lines of inspira- 
tion furnish Julia Ward Howe's" chief 
claim to immortality on earth, but the 
grand old woman has done many other 
things -which have contributed to her 
renown. Her gospel of optimism and 
her creed of activity have kept her 
young. Two years ago she said on her 
birthday: 


"One should never be too old to love 


still find great pleasure in writing and 
In speaking. I am interested ia the 
'affairs of today. Yon know one never 
grows old in spirit if the true love of 
life remains -within one." 


Ward became proficient as player and 
singer. One day somebody urged her 
to cultivate her singing voice to the 
exclusion of every other ambition, but 
the young girl had a mind as well as a 
voice. Musicales and receptions in the 
Ward home brought her In contact 
with Washington Irving, Fitz-Greene 
Halleck and the visiting celebrities 
from New England. 
When she was 


twenty-two years old and in the midst 
of a brilliant career as a belle Miss 
Ward spent a summer in Boston. 
Longfellow and Charles Sumner, Em- 
erson and Dr. Holmes—in fact, every- 
body of literary or political conse- 
quence in that day—met and admired 
the pretty young New Yorker. 


But a man not yet mentioned by 


name, one who at the time was the 
most noted of them all, was to per- 
form the greatest part in molding the 
career of the Neve York girl. 
The 


case of Laura Bridgman, the deaf, 
dumb and blind girl whose mind had 
been developed through the marvel- 
ous efforts of a great teacher, was 
then the chief topic of talk in intel- 
lectuai circles. Laura jRndgmaii was 
the Helen Keller of her time. 
The 


man who had educated her was fa-

the secret of her longevity. 
A few 


years ago when asked to define her 
Ideal of Ufe she said, "To learn, to 
teach, to serve and to enjoy." 
There 


are many women who pass their lives 
in trying to enjoy—In society. 
Mrs. 


Howe, as Miss Julia Ward, had much 
opportunity of that sort, but s!ie de- 
veloped a higher Ideal of enjoyment, 


is why she will be remembered. 


One day Mi^s Ward nnd n party, in- 


cluding Charles Sunnier, visited the 
Perkins institution for the blind, of 
which Dr. Howe was the bead. Look- 
ing out at a window, Sumner said: 


"Here comes Howe on a black 


horse." 


Julia Ward looked out and beheld, 


»s she has written, "a noble rider on 


a noble sie<M." It was her future hus- 
baiid. Dr. Howe and Julia Ward were 
married in 1843. He was about twen- 
ty years her senior. As a young man 
he had gone to Greece and aided in 
the war for independence, as LonJ 
Byron also did. He was the first per- 
son in America to devote hiuiselftto 
improving the condition of the blind. 
Throughout his long life he was a phi- 
lanthropist, a friend of the poor, the 
unfortunate, the outcast. 
"In the 


world as he would have had it," said 
Mrs. Howe after her husband's der.th 
in 1S7G. "there should have been nei- 
ther paupers nor outcasts." 


That both Dr. Howe and Julia Ward 


•were fortunate in their marriage is not 
to be disputed. Dr. Howe found a wife 
of unusual culture, capable of sympa- 
thizing with his splendid work in be- 
half of unfortunate humanity. Miss 
Ward found a husband capable of 
turning her young nimU into the chan- 
nels of noble ideals. Dr. Howe was a 
hater of slavery in every form. Mrs. 
Howe came to share his views. 
In 


those days abolitionism was the reli- 
gion of intellectual Boston, and the 
Howes espoused tne creed. They knew 
intimately William Lloyd Garrison, 
Wendell Phillips, Whittier, Lowell and 
the other anti-slavery leaders. 
Even 


John Brown of Ossawatoinie called to 
see Mrs. Howe. She opened the door 
with her oVn hand, she says, and 
found him in appearance "a Puritan of 
the Puritans." 


Wrote Verses In the Dark. 


Living in this atmosphere for twenty 


years, it was not surprising that when 
Mrs. Howe visited Washington in 1861 
and saw the soldiers "in a hundred cir- 
cling camps" her thoughts flowed 
along the lines of the "Battle Hymn of 
the Republic." With her husband and 
others she had ridden out a few miles 
to witness a review of the troops. The 
review was interrupted by a sudden 
attack of the enemy, and Mrs. Howe 
saw the rapid marching of re-enforce- 
ments and heard the firing. Riding 
back to the capital, she began singing 
the John Brown song, in which thou- 
sands of the soldiers joined. 
That 


night 5Irs. Howe conceived the idea of 
a dignified poem to fit the famous tune. 
She arose from her bed, found pen and 
paper and wrote the lines in th^ dark. 
She had written verses frequently in 
this manner while occupying a room 
with one of her children, refraining 
from making a light in her care not to 
disturb the child. 


"But I always found," said Mrs. 


Howe, "that if I did not transcribe my 
verses within twenty-four 
hours I 


couldn't read what I had written." 


Naturally there was adverse criti- 


cism of this poem ha the south during 
the war, but now the opposition has 
died away. When Mrs. Howe was in 
charge of the women's work at the 
New Orleans exposition she visited 
Baton Rouge, La., and was astonished 
but pleased to hear her poem sung at 
an entertainment. 


Mrs. Howe's first volume of poems 


•was called "Passion Flowers," though 
of course it contained nothing what- 
ever even faintly suggesting ellawheel- 
erism. 
That was in 1854- 
Two or 


three years later Mrs. Howe published 
a book of poems entitled "Words For 
the Hour," chiefly of sociological in- 
terest, revealing her serious trend. She 
became a leader in Boston club life, 
founding the New England Woman's 
club, of which she was president for 
a quarter of a century. 
Mrs. Howe 


also took an active part in organizing 
the Association For the Advancement 
of Women, of which she served as 
president for many years. Her work 
for the cause of woman suffrage, which 
she espoused about forty years ago, 
is well known. She is also a strong 
peace advocate. 


Mrs. Howe used to spend her sum- 


mers at Newport. 
That was when 


there was "an intellectual set" at the 
Rhode Island resort. 
Mrs. Howe's 


home was the headquarters of this set. 
When the millionaire class overran the 
town the Howes retreated to a beach 
some miles away. 


Her Children Carefully Reared. 
While indisputably an advanced wo- 


man, Mrs. Howe has not neglected 
family responsibilities. Her son and 


i daughters were carefully reared, and 
three of the daughters have won dis- 
tinction as writers. 
They are Mrs. 


Florence Howe Hall, Mrs. Laura E. 
Richards and Mrs. Maud Howe Elli- 
ott 
The son, Professor Henry M. 


Howe, is a distinguished metallurgist. 


Mrs. Howe has a well developed hu- 


morous vein. Once when driving past 
the Charitable Eye and Ear infirmary 
in Boston her eye caught the name of 
the institution as painted on the build- 
ing. She remarked very dryly: 


"I don't see the pood of that place." 
"Why?"' inquired her companion in 


astonishment, knowing Mrs. Howe's 
generous nature. 


"Well, I didn't know there was a. 


charitable eye or ear in Boston," re- 
plied the venerable lady. 


At another time Mrs. Howe was vis- 


iting a Newport woman. The hostess 
took her out on the beautiful veranda 
in the moonlight in the hope of getting 
a fine sentiment out of her. 
Finally 


the -woman demanded: 


"Mrs. Howe, do say something lovely 


about my piazza." 


In her highly cultivated voice Mrs. 


Howe replied: 


"I think it is a bully piaz." 
Someltody accused Mrs. Howe of be- 


irc "oh^'i'intfly optimistic'' all her 
life. Looking ba^k across the gulf of 
seventy ye:irs to her girlhood in New 
York, she sair!: 


'•My heart's young desire was to ns- 


sis-'t the efforts of those who sought for 
a helpful philosophy of life." 


Her ov.-n helpful philosophy no doubt 


has upheld her obstinate optimism, so 
that toilay she is by no means a person 
of nn n~o that is past, but is decidedly 
a figure of the present, for she Is as 
<l<--eyly interested in the admission of 
Oklahoma as she was in a like event 
£f {y jears ago.
